To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

A great  loss  to  the  Health  Services  of  the  area  has  occurred 
during  the  year  by  the  illness  of  Dr.  McDonald,  which  sub- 
sequently proved  to  be  fatal.  His  life  was  devoted  to  the  care 
of  his  patients  and  his  well-nigh  obsessional  drive  will  be  sadly 
missed  and  long  appreciated. 

The  population  has  continued  to  grow  by  reason  of  the  influx 
of  persons  to  the  Liverpool  housing  estates  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  Urban  District.  Since  preferential  consideration  is  given 
to  persons  who  would  receive  the  most  benefit  there  is  an  unusually 
high  proportion  requiring  the  various  social  services.  But  it 
will  be  seen  from  the  vital  statistics  part  of  this  report  that  the 
Health  Services  have  kept  abreast  of  their  growing  responsibilities. 

So  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  1938  has  been  a satisfactory 
year,  in  no  small  part  due  to  the  conscientious  manner  in  which 
the  Sanitary  Staff  has  carried  out  its  duties.

To  the  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

For  many  years  the  foreword  to  this  Annual  Report  was 
written  by  the  late  Dr.  A.  W.  McDonald,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  He  did  this  with  some  measure  of  success,  for  often  his 
was  a literary  effort  inclined  to  the  poetic  rather  than  a description 
of  dull  facts.  He  was  ever  my  friend  and  I never  incurred  his 
censure.  His  going  was  untimely  and  robbed  many  people  of  a 
friend.  This  is  my  memoir  to  departed  merit. 

The  work  of  the  Department  has  been  considerably  disturbed 
during  the  past  year  by  work  on  Air  Raid  Precautions.  Apart 
from  time  occupied  there  is  considerable  mental  disturbance, 
which  does  not  make  routine  tasks  easier. 

The  growth  of  the  district  continues  with  unabated  vigour, 
and  in  the  very  near  future  the  Sanitary  Department  will  need  a 
considerably  increased  staff  to  carry  out  properly  its  duties 
according  to  present-day  legislation  and  present-day  standards.
